■ LOCAL: Mayor discusses east Fonthill development 


Pelham streets to see more 
construction into 2014 



Construction delays on 
Pelahm streets will be hard to 
miss in 2014, but Mayor Dave 
Augustyn calls it a good sign 
of progress. 

Augustyn delivered his State 
of the Town address Tuesday 
morning at the annual Pelham 
Mayor’s Breakfast in Fonthill. 

The town will be seeing a lot 
of development in 2014, there¬ 
fore, the delays and construc¬ 
tion can be expected to con¬ 
tinue. Bike lanes, a dog park, 
more construction on Hwy. 20 
and the installation of a turn¬ 


ing lane to Haist St. were just 
some of the items highlighted. 
In addition, developers want 
shovels in the ground in early 
2014 for the massive east Fon¬ 
thill development and the 
downtown Fenwick revitali¬ 
zation project. 

The work in Fenwick would 
see the burying of hydro lines 
and significant landscape 
changes. Augustyn said the 
historic flag pole will remain 
untouched. 

The east Fonthill develop¬ 
ment is 450-acre section of 
land that begins at the comer 
of Rice Rd. and Hwy. 20, and 
goes south to Merritt Rd. 


“That area has the poten¬ 
tial to house up to 5,000 new 
residents over the next five 
years, but our goal is to main¬ 
tain that small town feel,” said 
Augustyn. 

The town is committed to 
“getting it right the first time” 
and is looking at senior retire¬ 
ment facilities, a health centre 
with five to 10 family doctors, 
an urgent care centre, retail 
and the possibility for a new 
recreational facility. 

“We want a great develop¬ 
ment that adds to the small 
town feel. We don’t want any 
Smart Centres. Those parking 
lots are unwalkable. We want 


the area to be walkable, bike- 
able and linked to the down¬ 
town,” said Augustyn. 

With about 11 kilometres 
of sidewalks being installed 
in the town, in the past few 
years, Pelham wants to main¬ 
tain its status as a walkable 
community. 

Pelham has also made the 
roads more bike friendly, 
which has given it a silver 
designation as a bike friendly 
community. 

Their goal with the new 
development is also to retain 
people who leave town to 
shop, as well as use it as a 
gateway to the community.

The opening of the Isaac 
Riehl skatepark will take place 
in early December, Augustyn 
said. The skatepark is in Mar¬ 
lene Stewart Streit Park, and 
is in memory of 14-year-old 


Isaac Riehl. 

“We want to see more pub¬ 
lic parks here, no car parks. 
We’ve been doing visioning 
exercises with council and still 
have a lot to do," he said.

“I just live around the cor¬ 
ner,” Lymbumer said. “I heard 
the call come through and I 
responded." 

He arrived to find five-year- 
old Victoria Dehaan being 
mauled by three huge Rottweil¬ 
ers in a bam on her family's rural 
property. With no regard for his 
own safety, Lymbumer raced 
inside alone to save the child 

He recalled thinking at the 
time: “If I don’t do something, 
she’s goingto die,” he said. “They 
would have had her in another 
minute or so. They were just 
going at her? 

“I started to yell and scream 


and be aggressive,” he said. 

It was enough to scare off one 
of the 45-kilogram dogs. 

“The other two I had to physi¬ 
cally do battle with,” he added. 

Eventually another dog ran 
away, but the third wouldn’t 
give up. 

“It wouldn’t let go,” he said “I 
had to lay the boots to that one 
even more.” 

The girl was transported to 
Welland hospital, and then air¬ 
lifted to Toronto. Lymbumer 
said surgeons at Toronto's Hos¬ 
pital for Sick Children told him 
"it was the worst thing they’d 
ever dealt with, when treating 
a child after being mauled by a 


From his own experience of 
21 years as a firefighter in Pel¬ 
ham and Niagara Falls, Lym¬ 
bumer described the attack as 
“the worst thing I’ve ever seen, 


Thursday, more than a year 
after that incident occurred, 
Lymbumer was recognized for 
his actions during a ceremony 
at Queen’s Park. 

Ontario Lt Gov. David Onley 
and Community Safety and 


Madeleine Meilleur presented 
Lymbumer with the Ontario 
Medal for Firefighter Bravery. 
He was one offour firefighters 


and 14 police officers who were 
honoured for showing extraor¬ 
dinary courage in the line of 
duty. Lymbumer said he was 
extremely impressed with the 
accomplishments of the other 
medal recipients, but in his case, 
he said Victoria is more deserv¬ 
ing of the medal than he is. 

"Tori is the real hero in the 
whole thing,” he said. “I’m weak 
compared to her. For what he 
encountered and what she 
endured and what she’s gone 
through, she has an enormous 
amount of strength. It's some¬ 
thingway beyond my leveL Bot¬ 
tom line is she’s the one who 
should have gotten the medaL” 


Lymbumer said Pelham chief 
administrative officer Darren 
Ottaway teamed up with a fire¬ 
fighter to nominate him for the 

“It’s a great honour and I 
really appreciate it, but this is 
what we do,” he said. 

"I was in the right place at the 
right time. We go to emergen¬ 
cies all the time, and sometimes 
we’re not successful.” 

But for Victoria’s mother Jen¬ 
nifer Dehaan, no one could be 
more deserving of the medal 
than Lymbumer. 

“It’s just amazing,” she said. 
"We’re extremely thankful, and 
happy, and we definitely see 


God’s hand in it” 

On the one-year anniversary 
of the attack, Lymbumer said 
Victoria and Jennifer visited his 

“We talked and talked about 
the incident It was good therapy 
for both of us," he said. 

Even now, he said the fam¬ 
ily has no idea why the dogs 
attacked the child. 

“Tori played with those dogs 
all the time. She loved animals," 
Lymbumer said. "She still loves 
animals.” 

He said the family still has a 
lot of animals on the rural prop¬ 
erty, including beagles. But they 
no longer own Rottweilers.

Pelham council 
fills Ward 1 vacancy

The Ward 1 vacancy on 
Pelham council has been 
filled. 

Council decided Monday 
night to appoint the run¬ 
ner-up from the last regu¬ 
lar election, Jim Lane, to 
replace exiting councillor 
Larry Clark. 

Ward 1 Coun. Rich¬ 
ard Rybiak presented the 
motion, which was unani¬ 
mously supported by coun¬ 
cil. 

“Mr. Lane represents a 


different view. I feel like 
council would do well with 
that view around the table," 
said Mayor Dave Augustyn. 

Council felt that this was 
not the right time to call a 
byelection because of the 
projects the town has on 

ness to the next election — 
November 2014. 

Lane, who has attended 

for the past three years, 
didn't take long to express 
his concerns about how 
council is spending their 


money. 

“I now have the oppor¬ 
tunity to have a voice and 
represent the people of 
Ward 1. I’m always con¬ 
cerned how the dollars are 
being spent. Council needs 
a fiscal voice,” said Lane. 

"Council does seem to 
spend a lot of money, I 
believe they need to be 
more fiscally responsible.” 

Lane is no stranger to 
council. He served as coun¬ 
cillor from 2009 to 2010, 
when Malcolm Allen left 
to become MP for Welland 


Following that short 
term. Lane ran in the last 
election in hopes of extend¬ 
ing his stay. 

“Always a bridesmaid, 
never a bride,” said Lane. 

He is interested in seeing 
how the east Fonthill devel¬ 
opment and Fenwick beau¬ 
tification developments 
pan out. 

“The beautification of 
Fenwick doesn’t seem to 
have a lot of support from 
the people who actually 
live in Fenwick. If the resi¬ 


dents don't want it, I don’t 
feel like it is something that 
should be focused on," he 
said. 

Lane, being aware of the 
vacancy, spoke with the 
town clerk Nov. 12, and told 
them that he would be will¬ 
ing to accept the appoint¬ 
ment should council elect 
that option to fill the seat. 

Lane will be officially the 
Ward 1 councillor Dec. 2, 
when the motion comes to 
council.

This is why people tune out politics

F oryears, I have been saying the same 
thing about politics in this country 
—you cannot complain about the political 
system if you don’t engage in it If you don’t 
vote, if you don’t participate, you reject your 
responsibilities as a citizen and make the 
system weaker. 

Apathy is corrosive to a democracy, but 
I understand why some people regard it as 
the only rational response to the behaviour 
of those entrusted to represent us. 

Everywhere we look, our politicians 
behave like petulant children armed with 
flame throwers entitled to torch whatever 
they please. And when we say, “Hey, um, 
why did you just set me on fire?” they say, “I 
am really, really, REALLY sorry. But are you 
perfect? No. I am fighting for the little guy!” 

In Ottawa, the Senate is apparently home 
to members who spend public money 
like drunken sailors. In Toronto, the circus 
freakshow known as the mayor’s office 
continues to find new and exciting ways to 
embarrass the city. 

We cannot escape it in Niagara, either, 
where Andy Petrowski, the junior council¬ 
lor representing St Catharines, has been 
officially censured by the Region’s integrity 
commissioner. 

In his report released last week, Robert 
Swayze said Petrowski’s bellicose behaviour 
"amounted to bullying and intimidation” 
of regional staffers during two incidents — 
something Petrowski denies. 

In his report, Swayze straight up says 
he doesn’t believe Petrowski’s testimony 
during an interview about the incidents 


— an interview during which Petrowski's 
opening statement lasted an hour (that’s not 
an opening statement, that’s a filibuster). 

The integrity commissioner went so for 
as to say he would recommend council sus¬ 
pend Petrowski’s pay if he doesn’t shape up. 

Although Petrowski, in response to the 
report, says he’ll be nicer in the future, he 
rejects much of the findings, saying they are 
misleading and biased. 

In Swayze's report he notes Petrowski 
says he believes the commissioner’s office 
exists specifically to go after him. 

It would probably have been best had 
Petrowski accepted the rebuke, apologized 
and got down to business. 

Instead, during a council meeting in 
which the report was tabled, he wanted 
Swazye to swear an oath that the content 
of his report was true, apparently forgetting 
there has never been an oath of truthiness 
in council chambers. 

Still, he insisted he can ask for whatever 
he wants because he is a councillor. To my 
mind this shows a remarkable lack of imagi¬ 
nation. If a councillor could ask for what¬ 
ever he wants, why not a robot butler? Or 
his own entrance music when he walks into 
the chamber? But requesting the swearing 
of an imaginary oath? Boring. 

Anyway, this resulted in a debate about 
the report degenerating (again) into a petty 
war of words between Petrowski and St. 
Catharines Mayor Brian McMullan, featur¬ 
ing the councillor telling the mayor to “Sit 
down, Mr McMullan, for a change.” 

“You're not the chair of the meeting,” 
replied McMullan. 

“You’re not either, so sit down.” 


Yup, nothing shows the integrity com¬ 
missioner’s report got it wrong more than 
getting into a schoolyard spat with another 
councillor during a debate about said 
report And we wonder why voter turnout 
for local elections is so low. 

This is really no different than taking 
our hard-earned money and throwing it at 
the cast of an episode of the Jerry Springer 
Show. If Regional Chair Gary Burroughs 
can’t get a grip on this sort of thing, he 
should be replaced by a member of the local 
fire brigade, who will simply turn a hose on 
councillors who get out of hand. 

The entire Petrowski affair is just the 
latest incident demonstrating why citizens 
disengage from politics, why many regard 
the politician as a kind of parasitic life form 
and would rather pay attention to reality TV 
than the body whose decisions affect their 

Councillors, here is some free advice: 

It’s high time you got your collective act 
together. We don’t want to hear your chest 
thumping statements about how you are 
fighting for the little guy, the taxpayer or 
your principles. We don’t want to read 
about you bullying civil servants or car¬ 
rying personal vendettas into the council 
chamber. 

Treat us with more respect than that 

You lot were hired by us, the citizens 
of Niagara, to do a job. If you cannot do 
that, I promise we’ll happily replace you 
with someone who can. Despite what 
you might think, not a single one of you is 
irreplaceable.

A hospital review from the perspective of a prostate biopsy patient 

They are playing the Bee Gees songs from 


V ou have such nice veins; look 
_L at his lovely veins,” a nurse 
implores to a nearby co-worker who 
responds, "Oh yes, beautiful.” 

The first nurse continues, "Your arms 
look fit. Do you work outdoors, maybe 
garden?" Nurses could care less if I was 
George Clooney, Brad Pitt, Ryan Gosling 
or even Matt Damon. They don’t get 
beyond veins, which is good because this 
nurse is hooking me up to an intravenous 
drip at the new Niagara hospital in St. 
Catharines, an opportunity for me to 
assess the facility. (I’m really into positive 
spin.) The first nurse helps me on with 
my hospital bed sheet, the white garment 
that ties up at the back and leaves your 
derriere exposed. The next nurse is tasked 
with administrivia, and actually makes 
it pleasant. A good sense of humour, but 
professional at the same time. 

After that, Miriam is allowed to enter 
pre-op and sit beside me and engage me 
in conversation to take my mind off of 
what was to come. (A prostate biopsy if you 
really must know.) Before this, yet another 
nurse walks us through the visitors’ wait¬ 


ing room with its comfortable chairs and 
a screen with the names of doctors and 
times of operation and a colour-code 
system indicating precisely where you are 
from beginning to post-op recovery like a 
box of cereal moving along conveyor belts 
at a factory. The colours are quite cheery 
—yellows and greens and such. 

My operation is delayed 1.5 hours 
because the OR is backed up. I don’t know 
if this is a regular issue, but I am not about 
to complain. The guy beside me laments 
that he was sent home the last time, his 
operation cancelled. 

Anyway, off I go with Miriam’s well 
wishes, the aid of some pills, and I am 
whisked away to the OR and left outside 
the door. Inside I hear laughter and 
music. I’m glad they are in good spirits. 
Another nurse arrives and says: “I know 
why you are here; you tell me.” This I 
regard as wise because I am not there for 
a hysterectomy, and would be quite angry 
if they tried to perform one on me. 

Having passed the initial quiz, inside 
the OR it’s cool. Actually, the room is 
quite cold. My anesthesiologist intro¬ 
duces herself, and asks if I like the music. 


the movie, Saturday Night Fever. I like 
the movie with John Travolta and the Bee 
Gees with their soprano-like voices (I 
briefly wonder if they had had my opera¬ 
tion.) As I conk out, the lyrics “Staying 
alive, staying alive” float through my brain 
until I awake in the recovery room, always 
confusing because you can’t remember 
anything happening, yet in my case, those 
life-affirming Bee Gees lyrics immediately 
return and help make me feel positive. 

After a suitable delay and observation 
period, as well as a detailed homework 
assignment along with two prescriptions 
to be filled, we are allowed to leave. 

The hospital is huge, bright, clean and 
inviting. They have wonderful volunteers 
falling all over themselves trying to assist 
you. On the way out, Miriam didn't 
get even close to the door with me in a 
wheelchair before a thoughtful gentleman 
intervenes to wheel me outside while she 
gets the car. My assessment of the new 
hospital? I am impressed. Their assess¬ 
ment of me? I get the results in 2-3 weeks.

mulated over several months 


following extensive consulta¬ 
tion with stakeholders such 
as farmers, developers, envi¬ 
ronmentalists, regular users of 
NPCA facilities and the general 
public at large. In addition 


there was in- depth consultation with 
internal staff as well as municipal and 
regional staff. Following this lengthy 
consultative process, five working 
groups were established to review 
findings and to propose recommenda¬ 
tions for future actions.

The preliminary consultation stage 
explored the NPCA from four strate¬ 
gic viewpoints. We asked individu¬ 
als to identify the strengths of the 
organization. That was followed by 
identifying the weaknesses that were 
perceived. Then we requested indi¬ 
viduals to provide suggestions for 
opportunities that might not be cur¬ 
rently part of the culture. That was 
followed by the threats existent to 
the current structure and organiza¬ 
tion. The jargon of strategic planning 
refers to this as the SWOT process. 

The five working groups were as fol¬ 
lows: governance and accountabil¬ 
ity; effective NPCA model to set policy 
and priorities; NPCA assets and asset 


ment process performance and effec¬ 
tive communication with stakeholders 
and public. All working groups were 
chaired by a member of the NPCA 
board and engaged citizens with var¬ 
ying points of view. These prelimi¬ 
nary reports were reviewed and sum¬ 
marized by our staff and the consult¬ 
ant and then reviewed internally and 
externally. Earlier this month two pub¬ 
lic meetings were held to determine 
the support or lack of support for the 
draft plan. These comments are now 
being summarized for the prepara¬ 
tion of a final draft to be considered 
by the full authority in December. 

Early discussions showed that the 


NPCA had never established some 
fundamental foundations such as a 
mission statement, a vision and val¬ 
ues. To that end these have been 
recommended as follows: MIS¬ 
SION- To manage our watershed's 
natural resources by balancing com¬ 
munity, economic and environ¬ 
mental needs; VISION- Balanc¬ 
ing conservation and sustainable 
development for future generations 
by engaging stakeholder and com¬ 
munity collaboration; VALUES- To 
the stakeholders and communities 
affected by our actions, we value: 

1. A sustainable balance 
between environmental con¬ 
servation, economic growth 
and agricultural prosperity 

2. Clear and respect¬ 
ful communication 

3. Decisions that reflect integ¬ 
rity, fairness and sensitivity to 
all impacted by our actions 

4. An organization that deliv¬ 
ers services to our clients with 
creativity and innovation 

5. Quality services with trans¬ 
parency and accountability 

6. Pragmatic solution oriented 
approaches to decision making 

7. A respectful work environment 
and professional development.

Authorities worried about flesh¬ 
eating heroin substitute

There is something bad going on in the 
back alleys and streets of Niagara that’s 
attracted national attention. 

Users of a drug, which some believe may 
be flesh-eating heroin substitute Krokodil, 
see the skin around the injection site turn 
scaly and crocodile-like before it dies. 

If the drug on Niagara streets is Krokodil, 
which gained popularity in Russia a dec¬ 
ade ago, it would be the first time it has been 
found in Canada 

Glen Walker, the executive director of 
AIDS Niagara, which runs the Streetworks 
needle exchange program, isn’t sure it the 
drug is Krokodil, but whatever it is, it is not 
good. 

Quantifying the extent of the problem is 
never easy. The underground drug culture 
can be hard to penetrate. 

"It has the look of a Krokodil, but at this 
point, we don’t have any confirmed case 
we are aware of,” Walker said. "We are see¬ 
ing a number of individuals who are hav¬ 
ing a really bad reaction to what they’ve pur¬ 
chased, which they believed to be heroin. 

"We are seeing people who are exhibiting 
the really bad sores. They are getting black¬ 
ened skin around the injection site and 
abscesses, and the skin is sort of pocking. 

"They are having some very bad reactions 
to it that aren’t normal for someone using 

Krokodil is made with a combination 
iodine, gasoline, red phosphorus, lighter 
fluid and paint thinner. It’s then mixed with 
codeine, either in the form of pills or syrup. 

Det-Sgt. Terry Thomson of the Niagara 
Regional Police drug unit said police can’t 
medically confirm the drug is here. 

He said the symptoms associated with 
Krokodil can be mistaken with the compli¬ 


cations long-term users of injectable drugs 
like heroin can develop through infections 
from reusing needles and exposing them¬ 
selves to bacteria. 

"If it is confirmed that this drug is actually 
down here, and not, for lack ofabetterwoid, 
a bad batch of heroin, it would be a big con¬ 
cern for us and the public in general,” Thom¬ 
son said. 

“We can’t confirm it is Krokodil. We 
would certainly be interested in speaking to 
people who are reportedly using it I would 
be interested in obtaining a sample to send 
to Health Canada for analysis to try and 
track it down.” 

Even though the cases are unconfirmed, 
Thomson said Niagara police felt they had a 
duty to inform the public of the risks. 

“What I preached to the community over 
the years is you don’t know what you are 
putting in your body,” Thomson said. “It’s 
not made by a pharmaceutical company. 
People are in this business to make money 
and if they can put (an ingredient) in there 
that is going to give them the look of pure 
heroin, they are going to do it 

“If it does come here, who knows whatwe 
are going to see. I don’t want to speculate, 
but if it is, we are going to track it and moni¬ 
tor it and be prepared to come with a strong 
public message. 

"If the drug really is that bad, it scares the 
bejeezus out of me.” 

Krokodil originated in Russia because 
heroin became scarce. That's not the case in 
Niagara. 

Walker said users have told him they 
thought they were taking heroin, but 
immediately knew that wasn’t the case 
because of intense burning around the 
injection site.

Cody Burke was at the 
cusp of a new life. 

He’d graduated in 
August from Niagara Uni¬ 
versity in Lewiston, N.Y. 
with a master’s degree in 
business administration. 
The St. Catharines resi¬ 
dent had started work¬ 
ing at Canyon Creek res¬ 
taurant in Niagara Falls, 
and was even doing a lit¬ 
tle marketing for the com¬ 
pany. 

He was poised to apply 
for a job at Canyon’s head 
office, said his Merritton 
family. 

Burke, 26, died Friday 
in a head-on crash in Pel¬ 
ham near Regional Rd. 20 
and Canboro Rd., while 
returning from a morning 
of duck hunting in Dunn- 

At the family home, 
mom Barb Burke 
described him as a “very 
warm-hearted son, who 
put others before him.” 

“He was the go-to guy 
when someone had a prob- 
lem,” she said of Burke, 
who was also a graduate of 
Sir Winston Churchill Sec¬ 
ondary School and Niagara 
College. “He had the words 
and aura to make them 
better people. Everybody 
wanted to be around him." 

Police say a Mack water 
truck was hauling a load 
southbound on Victoria 


just before noon Fri¬ 
day. The truck was cross¬ 
ing the train tracks, while 
Burke was driving north 
in a 1997 white Buick. 

Police believe the car 
crossed into the south¬ 
bound lanes and collided 
with the truck, whose 
driver sustained what 
police said were minor 
injuries. 

The incident was under 
investigation Friday, and 
no further information 
was available by Sunday. 

Over the weekend, 
Burke’s sister Caitlyn 
described him as “a pro- 

“He took care of his 
family when they were 
sick, and made us smile 
when we didn’t want to. 

“When we were kids, 
we would set up the road 
hockey nets and play until 
dinner or until the sun 
went down. All of the kids 
in the neighbourhood 
would come to play.” 

She said her brother 
was probably happiest 
when he was dirt bik¬ 
ing — Burke had sport¬ 
ing passions that ranged 
from whitewater rafting 
to motocross, hockey and 
baseball. 

Caidyn also remembers 
she and her brother “four 
wheeling in Nova Sco¬ 
tia. We would get lost for 
hours in the forest find¬ 
ing trails and exploring

Burke’s father Bob 
described his son as 
“an excellent kid, never 
a problem kid. He was 
loved by all his cousins." 

“He had a good heart. 
And had a ton of friends.” 

Burke’s girlfriend, 
lessica Cameron, also 
remembers him for what 
she said was his kind and 
driven spirit. 

“He was really hard¬ 
working, a goal-driver, 
determined, ambitious,” 
she said. “He had the 
world in front of him.”

“They are alarmed by 
what they are hearing.

cost $1 billion. 

“I don’t know why that’s the case for 
Windsor, but you’re not doing it for Nia¬ 
gara,” Hudak told Liberal Health Minister 
Deb Matthews at Queen’s Park this week. 
“We want to see that new hospital at the 
Lyons Creek Rd. site in Niagara Falls.” 

In an e-mail response, Matthews’ 
spokeswoman Samantha Grant said the 
NHS has submitted a pre-capital pro¬ 
posal to the ministry for a future south 
Niagara hospital. 

"We are carefully reviewing it and giv¬ 
ing it our full consideration,” said Grant. 
“This is an important step in the capital- 
planning process.” 

Grant did not respond to Hudak’s 
request of Matthews and did not indicate 
whether the ministry was close to ren¬ 
dering a decision on the NHS proposal. 

Instead, Grant reinforced Matthews’ 
appreciation for provincially appointed 
supervisor Kevin Smith and defended 
the Liberal government’s record on 
health care in Niagara. 

She said Smith has done “outstand¬ 
ing work” to restore confidence in the 
NHS and provided the ministry with 
"strong recommendations to strengthen 
health care going forward, including rec¬ 
ommending a new site for a hospital in 
south Niagara.” 


“As a government, we have increased 
our funding into Niagara health services 
by 62% and we have invested in a new 
state-of-the art hospital in St. Catharines. 
We will continue to work with the Nia¬ 
gara community to ensure that they 
are receiving the high-quality care that 
they’ve come to expect.” 

Last year, Smith recommended the 
provincial government approve build¬ 
ing a hospital on the outsorts of Niagara 
Falls. It would replace aging sites in Nia¬ 
gara Falls, Welland, Port Colborne, Fort 
Erie and Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Hudak supports Smith’s recommenda¬ 
tions, saying Smith based his proposal on 
expert advice, that it will improve health 
cate and ultimately save on operating costs. 

“It actually saves money,” he said. “It 
means you have savings you could put 
towards attracting new nurses who are 
run off their feet today. It saves taxpay¬ 
ers money and it raises the bar when it 
comes to standards.” 

NDP Leader Andrea Horwath said 
she supports the idea of a new hospital 
in Niagara Falls, but doesn’t agree with 
closing other hospitals in the area to 
make it happen.

THE BIRTH CONTROL RILL 

The birth control pill is one of the most commonly used medications. However, 
there still remain some misconceptions about the pill. 

There are a number of different types of pills. They all contain the same type 
of estrogen. Newer pills have less estrogen than older pills. Newer pills are 
effective in preventing pregnancy and they demonstrate reduced symptoms 
of bloating and breast tenderness. The lower dose pills may be less effective 
if one pill is missed. If an individual goes for longer than seven days in a pill 
free interval that is when they are at most risk of pregnancy. This means it is 
very important to take the last pill and the first pill of a cycle. There are some 
recommendations that a pill with a higher dose of estrogen should be used in 
women weighing over 154 pounds for increased effectiveness. 

Pills differ in the type of progesterone they contain. Some pills are particularly 
effective for improving acne. DIANE 35 is used to treat moderate to severe 
acne. YAZ is used for mild to moderate acne. There may be a very small 
increased risk of forming a clot on these pills, and so pills such as ALESSE 
and MARVELON can be tried first. 

Some pills are monophasic, meaning they have constant levels of estrogen 
and progesterone. Others have changing levels of progesterone. Both types of 
pills are effective, the only difficulty with a triphasic pill is that it is not ideal 
to be taken without a pill free interval. If an individual wants to take their pills 
back to back to avoid a period, they may still get a period with the triphasic pill. 
Sometimes women develop migraines on the pill because of a drop in 
estrogen during the week off the pill, or they want to avoid having a period. In 
this case it may be worth taking SEASONALE. This is a pill you take for three 
months in a row without a break. This is safe to do and may help with the 
above mentioned issues. 

Patients should be aware that some medications can decrease the effectiveness 
of the pill. Rifampin, barbiturates, phenytoin and carbamazepine can all 
decrease effectiveness. Experts say that antibiotics are unlikely to reduce 
efficacy of the pill. 

The pill is a good tool for treating a myriad of issues. It can prevent 
pregnancy, clear acne, regulate and lighten cycles. There a number of options 
when it comes to the type of pill you take to address each of these concerns. 
Talk to your doctor or pharmacist to determine the right one for you.

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Region passes 10-year housing plan

Niagara Region’s housing 
plan for the next decade has left 
some housing advocates hope¬ 
ful for change. 

The Region celebrated 
National Housing Day Fri¬ 
day, a day after regional coun¬ 
cil approved a 10-year plan for 
affordable housing, the hefty 
report focuses on tackling 
homelessness in the commu¬ 
nity in the face of a dramatic 
public housing shortage. 

“I think the thing that exdtes 


me most about it is this is now 
a focal point,” YWCA Niagara 
executive director Elisabeth 
Zimmermann said. “We recog¬ 
nize it as a community need and 
it’s something that should be 
happening. 

“My hope is it becomes a pri¬ 
ority, ftom a council and a com¬ 
munity perspective.” 

The new plan comes with 
Niagara Region facing a massive 
social housing crunch. 

More than 11,000 people are 
waiting for affordable hous¬ 
ing, Niagara Regional Housing 


executive director Lora Beck¬ 
with said. 

“We have about 8,000 units, 
but if you do that comparison, 
it doesn’t come through. People 
have to move out before people 
can move in,” she said. 

“The current condition of the 
units is good... but it's a ques¬ 
tion of time.” 

The passage of the plan was a 
focal point of Friday's small cere¬ 
mony at regional headquarters. 

The document lays out four 
goals — housing the home¬ 
less, helping people retain

Regional Chair Gary Burroughs 
their home, increasing housing 
options and building housing 
system capacity — along with a 


series of steps towards them 

The proposals include steps 
for bettering relationships 
between landlords and ten¬ 
ants, beefing up life-skills train¬ 
ing, building accessibility and 
energy efficiency into renova¬ 
tion projects and making hous¬ 
ing a priority for surplus prop- 

Zimmermann told the crowd 
gathered Friday about an 
encounter with a woman in the 
YWCA's shelter whose car broke 
down, preventing her from get¬ 
ting to work. 


“Do I pay my rent or do I fix 
my car? Those are the types of 
decisions we see women hav¬ 
ing to make every day, coming 
through our shelter!’ 

Regional Chair Gary Bur¬ 
roughs said the shortage of 
affordable housing is a big chal¬ 
lenge for the Region. 

Ontario’s averagewait time for 
housing runs two to four years, 
he said. In Niagara, he said the 
wait can be as long as 10 yeats. 

“Healthy, strong, vibrant 
communities are places where 
everyone has a home,” he said.
